RESOLUTION

SUBJECT — Relaxation of qualifying service ofHeadmaster /Headmistress/Deputy Inspector of 

Schools (S.S.D.) (Class - 111 Non -Gazetted ) for promotion to the rank of Class - 11 
(Gazetted ) Headmaster/Headmistress /District Inspector of Schools ( S.S.D.) under 

S.T. & S.C.DevelopmentDepartment. 
During the last few years while filling up of the vacancies of Class-ll (Gazetted ) posts of 
Headmaster /Headmistress/District Inspector of Schools (S.S.D.) by way ofpromotion from 
among the Headmaster/Headmistress /Deputy Inspector of Schools (S.S.T. ) in the rank of 
Class - III (Non -Gazetted ), Government in S.T. & S.C.Development Departmenthave left the 
dearth of eligible candidates as per the stipulations contained in the Resolution No. 24128 , 
dated the 4th August 1989 of erstwhile Welfare Department. 

As per the provisions laid down in Orissa Subordinate Tribal Welfare Education 
(Recruitment and Services) Rules, 1993, the Trained Graduate Teachers in Junior Grade 
Subordinate Tribal Education Service who have completed at least 7 years of continuous 
service are eligible for promotion to the post of Senior Grade Class - III ( Non -Gazetted ) posts 
of Headmaster/Headmistress /Deputy Inspector ofSchools (S.S.D.).Further as per the existing 
Resolution No. 24128 , dated the 4th August 1989 of erstwhile Welfare Department vide 
Para . 2 (iii ) (b ) one has to render five years service as Class - III (Non -Gazetted ) Headmaster/ 
Headmistress/Deputy Inspector of Schools (S.S.D.) to be eligible for consideration for 
promotion to the Class -II(Gazetted ) posts of Headmaster/Headmistress/ District Inspector of 
Schools (S.S.D.). Thus as per the present provisions, one has to render twelve years of 
service to be eligible for consideration for promotion to the rank of Class - 11 (Gazetted) post of 
Headmaster/Headmistress /Deputy Inspector of Schools (S.S.D.). In result , some posts of 
Headmaster/Headmistress /District Inspector of Schools ( S.S.D.) Class - 11 (Gazetted ) are 
remaining vacant for which difficulties are experienced to run the High Schools having 
Class - 11 Headmaster/Headmistress posts. Therefore , it is felt necessary for relaxing the 
provisions of existing Resolution referred to above in the interest ofWelfare of Tribals.

After careful consideration ,Governmenthave been pleased to dispense with the eligibility 
period of 5 years in Class- III (Non -Gazetted) Headmaster/Headmistress/Deputy Inspector 
of Schools (S.S.D.) rank for selection and consideration on suitability to the rank of Class-li 
(Gazetted ) Headmaster /Headmistress /District Inspector of Schools (S.S.D.). 

All other terms of eligibility will remain unchanged for such selection to the rank of 
Class-1l (Gazetted ) Headmaster/Headmistress/ District Inspectorof Schools (S.S.D.).
